$5,000,000 Is Promised. 

“When discussion of the proposed 
removal was at its peak,’ said Dr. 
Lyons, “Presbyterinas of Georgia 
eame forward with the assurance that 
removal of the seminary and its es- 
tablishment in Atlanta’ § could and 
would be financed by this ¢ity and 
state. Presbyterian forces in Atlanta 
save assurance that 
he raised here in the form 
buildings and cash, and that the state 
at large would supply another $200,- 
000, making a total of $500,000 to be 
need in establishing the seminary here 
as a going institution. 

“There rests no doubt in the minds 
of Preshb®terians throughout the state 
that this sum will be raised immedi- 
ately.

He appeared before the na- 
tional advisory committee for aero-| 
nauticgs here Thursday and outlined 
the problems facing development of 
commercial dirigible operation. 

He predicts commercial use of air- 
ships in the very near future, because 
of the ability and safety of dirigibles 
in any kind of weather, because of 
the improvements and technical de- 
velopments which are being made and 
because of the greater comfort of air- 
ship travel.

Expects Sea Travel Developments, 

He expects trans-oceanie rather 
than trans-continental development 
for these reasons:

San Diego. Cal.. October 16.—Two 
men were killed instantly and a. third 
had a remarkable escape from death 
this afternoon in a collision of two 
naval Vought airplanes 13,000 feet 
above Coronado. 

The dead are: — 

Ensign Merritt J. Flanders, 24, at- 
tached to the transport Vega. 

Robert H. Kerr, aviation chief ma- 
chinist mate. naval air station. 

Kerr resided in San Diego and 
leaves a widow and three small chil- | 
dren. | 

Gunner William Cole escaped with 
his life by walking out on the wing 
of his Vought and plunging headfirst 
to the ground, his parachute opening 
after he had fallen 500 feet. He is 
suffering from shock but otherwise is 
uninjured. 

The collision, one of the 
tragic in the history of local aviation, 
occurred when Kerr dived out of a 
cloud hole. 

Cole, traveling faster than 115 
miles an hour, directly below, did not 
see Kerr's plane until the crash. Kerr 
likewise had no chance to see Cole’s 
plane and the two ships came _ to- 
gether with such a terrific impact 
that it was heard for more than a 
mile. 

The bodies of Kerr and Flanders 
were picked up from the wreckage of 
their plane, in Coronado. The plane 
of Gunner Cole, after whirling crazily 
for a brief time, piled up on the Coro- 
nado golf links and caught fire.

WILL CHRISTEN 
SHIP “LOS ANGELES.” 


Washington. October 16.—Secretary 
Wilbur announced today that Amer- 
ica’s new Zeppelin, which crossea the 
Atlantic as the ZR-38. would be re- 
‘christened “Los Angeles.” 
| Speaking at a luncheon given in 
|'hbonor of a group of visiting officers 
of the ship, the navy secretary said 
ihe wanted the great dirigible to be- 
| come a symbol of peace between Ger- 
many, where she was built, and the 
| United States “and all others in the 
| world.” 

“When the Prince of Peace was 
born in Bethlehem,’ he continued, 
“the angels sang ‘glory to God in the 
highest and peace on earth.’ In re- 
minder of this angel song, I will name 
the ship ‘Los Angeles.’ ”’ 

Dr. Hugo Eckener, head of the 
visiting party, replying, said a similar 
hope that the ship would be a symbol 
of peace was expressed by prominent 
Gernians before the departure of the 
ship for the United States. 

The luncheon was opened with a 
| toast in ice water offered by Secretary 
| Wilbur “to the president of tne Ger- 
'man republic and the president of the 
| United States,” and closed with a 
| toast to “our guests.” 

“We congratulate you upon the 
successful completion of your flight 
and upon the magnificent airship yoa 
bring,” Secretary Wilbur said, ‘‘your 
visit is of great. significance. You 
have brought to us this splendid prod- 
uct of German skill and of scientific 
ability. We wish this ship to be a 
symbol of peace and of friendship be- 
tween the two nations here represent- 
ed. We wish you to feel that when 
the German flag is replaced by the 
American flag, the ship you have 
built still will fly a flag friendly to 
the builders, the flag of a people hon- 
estly desiring the prosperity and hap- 
piness of all the German people. 

‘War, like sickness or contagion, 
seems to come upon us uninvited. We 
rarely agree as to the causes of wa’. 
We probably could not agree as to 
the cause of the world war, but we 
do know that men everywhere desire 
, peace. Let this ship here be a sym- 
‘bol of our hopes and desire for 
peace, for peace between its builders 
‘and its owners, and ali others in 
ithe world. Good will—we sometimes 
ieall it friendship and sometimes love 
—js the foundation of peace. We 
-have only good will for the German 
people.”

Berlin, October 16.—(By the Associ- 
‘ated Press.)—The successful comple- 
'tion of the flight to America of the 
| ZR-3 has increased the agitation in 
| Germany for revision of the treaty ar- 
irangements requiring the dismantling 
of the Zeppelin workshops and hangars 
at Friedrichshafen. 

A c@™fmittee of the German Trade 
and Industry congress has adopted a 
resolution expressing hope that the 
works may not be destroyed but re- 
tained “to contribute tothe peaceful 
uniting of people and to the common 
task of bringing about a revival of Eu- 
ropean and universal prosperity.”

The three-cent tax on gasoline has 
brought into the coffers of the state, 
for its first 12 months’ operation, ap- 
proximately $3,400,000, it was stated 
Thursday at the office of Comptroller 
General William <A. Wright. The 
year of operation under the increased 
tax ended on September 30, and re- 
ports received by the comptroller’s of- 
fice show that $3,352,964.18 has been 
turned in t®é date, with. probably an 
additional $40,000 from oil companies 
not yet reported for the last quarter. 

These totals are considerably higher 
than was predicted when the bill set- 
ting the gasoline tax at three cents 
was discussed in the legislature in 
1923. At that time it was estimated 
that the revenue would amount to 
about $2,500,000, though officials in 
the comptroller general's office stated 
then that it probably would reach the 
$3,000,000 mark. 

Of the amount collected, one-third 
goes to the state highway department; 
one-third to counties for highway pur- 
poses, and one-third to the state treas- 
ury to offset discounted rentals from 
the state-owned Western & Atlantic 
railroad property. Inasmuch as the 
sum required for the latter purpose is 
$540,000 per year. there will be a bal- 
ance of about $500,000 left in the 
treasury to pay general appropria- 


tions.

The witness volunteered that there 
appeared on his books a sum of $75,- 
OVO sent in by Joseph R. Grundy, of 
Bristol, Pa., and representing collec- 
tions made by him. 

The wational treasurer ayreed to 
furnish the list of contributors when 
it came.in. _Grundy previously had 
advanced $50 900 to the national com- 
mittee, Hodges said, but that sum had 
been repaid to him. 

Questioning by members‘of the com- 
mittee developed that Grundy was to 
have raised $300,000 in. Pennsylvania. 
and that under the original budget of 
the national committee, a total of 
$600,000 was to be sought in that 
state and $400,000 in Illinois. Chair- 
man Borah indicated that Grundy will 
be called for examination at a later 
date, probably in Washington, to 
which place the investigation is likely 


j to be transferred within a few days. 


Net Expenses $1,342,959. 

Hodges explained to the committee 
that the net expenditures by the re- 
publican national organization in the 
presidential campaign had aggregated 
91,342,959, the other $371,358 hav- 
ng been collected for the congression- 
al, senatorial and state campaigns and 
expended for those purposes through 
the regular committees. 

The national organization started 
out on an estimated budget need of 
$3,000,000 for the campaign, Mr. 
Hodges said. He added that collec- 
tions up to October 10 had run about 
$600,000 short of those of the 1920 
campaign, 

Congressman Nelson in his state- 
ment to the committee said the La 
Follette- Wheeler organization had 
made a budget estimate ranging frow 
$500,000 to $1,500,000. but that this 
had been disregarded. He thought the 
campaign could be wound up with an 
additional expenditure of $50,000, 
making the __ tota! approximately 
$250,000, incluing sums_ received 
through the conference for progressive 
political action. 

Did Not Include A. F. of L. 

Mr. Nelson said he had no knowl- 
edge as to what sums were beings 
spent by labor organizations on behalf 
of the La Follette-Wheeler campaign, 
but he did know that the American 
Federation of Labor was conducting 
an independent campaign, collecting 
and expending its own funds. He 
disclaimed knowledge of either the 
source or the amount. 

Mr. Hodges submitted a_ detailed 
statement of expenditures. Item of 
campaign cost given by Hodges in-

| that Tennessee is not a homogeneous 
democratic state like most of the rest 
of the typically solid south. During 
the Civil war the mountaineers 
who were non-slave owners and who 
were rather largely concentrajed: in 
East Tennessee, adhered to the union 
cause and furnished over 35,000 men 
to the union armies. The descend- 
ants of these compose in East Ten- 
nessee a republicanism as deep-dyed 
and as blindly faithful to tradition as 
are the democrats in the middle and 
western parts of the state. The re- 


jexy this year is to bring out the max- 

imum rote, in Tennessee they have 

adapted themselves to local condi- 

tions and have practiced these de- 

vices for keeping the vote small. 
Negro Vote Is Solid. 

The mext reason is that the negro 
vote in Te.nessee is dependably solid 
for the republicans. If there is in 
other parts of the country any de- 
fection of negro votes from the re- 
publicans, it is very far from reach- 
ing Tennessee. ;

G. O. P. Strategy Shrewd. 


The next element consists of some 
very shrewd strategy practiced by the 
repubiicans locally. Repeatedly in 
this campaign one is impressed by 
the fact that, in the accepted arts 
of practical politics, the republicans 
have been rather smarter tnan the 
democrats. For example, in Tennes- 
see there is a very avie ana popular 
democratic candidate for congress in 
the person of Cordell Hull. Ordi- 
narily, the maximum democratic vote 
of the district would come out to elect 
Hull. Therefore, the republicans have 
practiced the shrewd device of with- 
drawing their candidate against Hull. 
It is estimated that this withdrawal 
and the fact that there is no repub- 
licn opposition to Hull will ‘cause 
many democrats in that district alone 
to have no motive for going to the 
polls. 

In another congressional district, 
the republicans have practiced the 
same device, withdrawing their op- 
position to a democratic candidate 
who is an .ex-service man and for 
whom the ex-soldiers in the district 
would have come out in large num:

New York, October 16.—-Declaring 
that the revised plan of consolidating 
the eastern railroads into four main 
trunk line systems, represented an im- 
portant step in harmonizing differ- 
ences which previously had existed be- 
tween the New York Certral, Penn- 
sylvania, Nickel Plate and Baltimore 
and Qhio railroads, Daniel Willard. 
president of the Baltimore and Ohio 
asserted today that the proposal laid 
hefore the interstate commerce commis. 
sion last Saturday in no way preju- 
diced the rights of the emaller rail- 
reads. 

In redrawing the easterr railroad 
map to include four great systems in- 
stead of the nine originaliy proposed, 
Willard said, the Baltimore and Ohio 
and New York Central had reconciled 
their differences. 

The new proposal, in which he de- 
clared the Baltimore and Ohio, New 
York Central and “Nickel Plate” were 
in complete agreement, assigns the 
smaller roads to the Baltimore and 
Ohio, giving the New York Central 
trackage rights in New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania. The Pennsy!vania raii 
road approved the plan in principle. 

Willard denied any attempt was be- 
ing made to regroup the eastern rail. 
roads without giving consideration to 
the smaller systems and that execu- 
tives of the four large trunk lines had 
sought merely to lay before the com 
mission a plan which they believed

The New York Cotton exchange 
and the New Orleans Cotton ex- 
change are organizations function- 
ing under laws which have with- 
stood the test of the supreme court 
of the United States, and are the 
only means whereby mills can pro- 
tect themselves against losses on 
cotton by the system known to the 
trade as “hedging,” a perfectly le- 
gitimate transaction and a transac- 
tion which is indispensable. 

The Constitution recognizes the 
legitimacy of the organization 


known as the Odd Lot Cotton ex- 
change. It has no warfare to wage 
on this organization or its members. 
It is the system of odd-lot trading 
that is wrong, a system that has 
brought a great deal of undue criti- 
cism upon trading in futures, and 
has also been the means of bring- 
ing to the front too radical sugges- 
tions for remedying the so-called 
‘fevils” of trading. 

Trading in ten bales of cotton is 
mostly a gamble, and more so now 
with the advent of so many of these 
odd-lot houses in the field. Their 
literature is flooding the mails, pre- 
vailing upon the man with fifty or 
a hundred dollars to trade in cot- 
ton; quoting commissions as low as 
$1.50 a round turn for ten bales, 
and requiring as little as $40 mar- 
gin. In such dealings the small 
buyer unable to protect margins 
has absolutely no chance in the 


The secretary of the Odd Lot 
Cotton exchange mentions the trad- 
ing in ten shares of stocks and! 
1,000 bushels of wheat allowed on/| 
the big exchanges. Those who buy| 
in these small lots do so as an in- 
vestment. This is far removed from 
the gamble in the ten-bale cotton 
contract. 

The south is flooded with odd-'| 
lot cotton brokers; there are many 
throughout the state of Georgia. 
Edwin S. Butler, president of the 
New Orleans Cotton exchange, has 
sounded the warning against irre- 
sponsible odd-lot brokers who are’ 
flooding this section of the country | 
with their literature. “Odd-lot | 
trading of cotton cannot be used for | 
hedging or to insure prices,” the: 
New Orleans Cotton exchange con- 
tends, and The Constitution agrees 
that such trading, besides being un- 
safe, becomes merely a strong in- 
vitation to small-salaried people to 
gamble and lose their money.

A STUDY IN TEMPERANCE. 

Some Statistician figures that 
America hag room for only 200,000,- 
000 people. if our birth rate contin- 
ues to increase as it has been increas- 
ing during the last 20 years the coun:

and stronger one will be and the long- 
er One will live, notwithstanding the 
overwhelming weight of evidence 
against that comfortable notion. 
‘l'welve healthy college students of 
the average age of 23 years volun- 
tarily restricted themselves to a diet 
yielding about 1,800 calovies daily, for 
a period of six months. Their normal 
fare had yielded approximately 3,400 
calories per diem. (To form an idea 


fof what 1,800 calories means, consider 


that less than three quarts of. miik or 

half a pound of peanuts will yield 

1,800 calories of heat or energy.) 
Some of the effects of the six 


‘months of temperate eating are worth 
| knowing. 


Professor Francis G. Mene- 
aict conducted the study of these stu- 
dents’ nutrition experiment. To apply 
these observations to your own case, 
assume that you are getting along for 
six months on just half the amount 
cf food you have been accustomed to 
tahing. 

1, Gradual reduction in weight in 
the first six weeks until a loss of 12 
per cent of the body weight was re- 
corded. 

2. Pronounced slowing of the pulse 
rate, from the ordinary 70 to 76 beats 
a minute to an average rate of 34— 
which means a rest for the heart, not 
a bad thing if the heart is worn and 
tired. 

6. The blovud pressure was distinct- 
ly lowered, 

4. Internal body temperature re- 
mained normal, but surface or skin 
temperature was lowef than normal. 
Most of the students foufid. it more 
difficult to keep comfortably warm 
while on the temperate or restricted 
diet. It is a well-known fact that peo- 
ple who overeat suffer from summer 
beat. 

5. Tests of physical endurance 
showed that the men on the half ra- 
tions were at least as efficient as fel- 
low students who were on full ra- 
tions. Some of the tests indicated 
that men who had lost weight on re- 
stricted diet had slightly greater phys- 
ical efficiency than those on ordinary

Judge William S. Kenyon, who 


has recently been the storm  cen- 
ter of Iowa politics, with headlines 
across the first page of Iowa news- 
papers one day saying he was a sup- 
porter of Senator La Follette and 
the next day equally big headlines 
asserting that he was for Mr. Cool- 
idge, is a man to whom public life 
has been disappointing. Jlowa sent 
him to the Senate’'in Washington to 
be another Dolliver. Dolliver was the 
Borah of his day, even more than 
Borah, for with eloquence equaling the 
Idaho senator’s, he had a warmth 
and enthusiasm which Borah lacks. 
He was not-the cool critic on the 
sidelines that Borah is. Dolliver died 
in his prime and Senator Kenyon 
came to Washington to maintain the 
great tradition. 


No one ever looked more like a great 
senator than Kenyon did. He towered 
in height above practically everybody 
else on the floor. He has a large and 
fine head. The face is that of an ear- 
nest, thoughtful man. His manner has 
composure. But somehow he never 


quite came off. He never caught the 
fancy of the country, as he did that 
of his own state. He was a great 
man at home and only an_ average 
man in Washington. He did not 
have the faculty of creating a place 
for himself in national public life. 
When you talked to him you caught 
a note of discontent, a shtade of petu- 
lance in his voice. Ye = despaired 
slightly, ever so slighfy, of the state 
of the nation. He never succeeded 
in dramatizing himself. He could 
not catch up the mantle that slipped 
from Dolliver’s shoulders. There was 
a slight faintness of heart ahout him. 
He would say to himself rather soon, 
“Oh, what's the nse!”

Dolliver, ] suppose, spoiled things for 
him, He kept saying to himself, “Oh, 
what’s the use!” President Harding 
caught him saying, “Oh, what's the 
use!” one day and offered him a 
judgeship. And he bade the senate 
good-by rather bitterly. 

Going on the bench is turning your 
back on publie life. And you don't 
satisfy an unsatisfied ambition for 
publie life by turning your hack on it. 
And Judge Kenyon’'s friends say he 
did not satisfy his. That something 
which he never got in Washington 
still lures him. ‘The satisfactions of 
publie life which somehow he just 
missed stil] seem possible, He almost 
stayed in the senate until the politi. 
cal group, to which he was allied he- 
came powerful. He almost heeame 
attorney general under President 
Coolidge. _He almost was named for 
vice president.

spondent had found several witnesses 
having first-hand knowledge of the 
transaction, I instructed him to give 
the names of these witnesses to the de- 
partment of justice: that these wit- 
nesses’ testimony, along with evidence 
previously developed in an investiga- 
tion of Senator Wheeler's oil company 
clients for using the mails to defraud.

~ GRANTED LA FOLLETTE 


Washington, October 16.—Secretary 
Floover today disclainted responsibility 
for the -ailure of a Des Moines, lowa, 
radio station to broadcast an address 
by Senator La Follette, the indepen- 
dent candidate for president, last night. 

The secretary declared that the sta- 
tion sgainst which Senator La Follette 
complained was owned by individuals 
in Des Moines and “has no monopoly, 
as anyone else can erect there who 
likes.” No other’ political party, he 
added, has asked anything like the 
special arrangements sought by the 
La Follette organization in this cam- 
jaign. 

“Mr. La Follette’s statement tharg- 
ling ‘monopoly’ because of the alleged 
refusal of Station ‘VHO to broadeasr 
his Des Moines speech last night,’’ 
said’ Mr. Hoover in a_ statement. 
“shows that he does not understand 
the situation of broadeasting in the 
United States or the law regulating it. 
No monopoly has been conferred on 
any broadcasting station in the ecoun- 
try. Anyone who likes is free un- 
der the law and practice of the depart- 
ment of commerce to erect a_ broad- 
casting station and say anything over 
it that he pleases. 

“Mr. La Follette has in most of 
his speeches been ustug the radio. His 
acceptance speech was broadcast by 
radio stations all over the country, 13 
stations being connected for that pur- 
pose by the telephone company. He 
broadcast his New York and other 
speeches, 

“The Des Mois station has no mo- 
nopoly. °~The recent radio conferrence, 
contrary to Mr. La Follette’s state- 
rent, had nothing to do with it, and 
incidentally went on record strongly 
against any monopoly or any censor- 
ship. The department of commerce 
does not broadeast A, B or C., 

‘Mr. La Follette’s atta¢k upon the 
administration in this connection is 
particularly unjustified. since the de- 
partment has done everything in its 
power to facilitate the broadcasting of 
his speeches. On October 14 we re- 
ceived a telegram from the La Follette 
headquarters in Iowa asking for a 
temporary license for a special sta- 
tion for the broadcasting of the very 
speech about which he now complains. 
This telegram was immediately an- 
swered granting the privilege desired 
and assigning a special wave length. 

“Today we are in receipt of a simi- 
lor request from lis campaign commit- 
tee in South Dakota asking a tempo- 
rary permit for tle broadcasting frem

There 
is no monopoly and can be none un- 
der the law. ‘lhe stations are all in- 
dependent and have the right to de- 
cide for themselves. as to what they 
will or will not broadcast just as much 
as a newspaper has the right to de- 
cide what it will publish.”

The car then turned back across he 
track, according to witnesses, and 
rolled over along the track for quite 
a distance and finally went off the 
inside of the track without a wheel 
left. 

It was announced officially that

an hour when the accident occurred,

The exact cause of the wreck prob- 
ably never will be known, in the opin- 
ion of speedway officials and others 
on the scene. Those who inspecged 
minutely the scene of the trag®dy 
said there were evidences that tue 
front wheels of the car were locked 
for a distance of 200 feet before the 
ear struck the guard rail, leaving 
two trails of burnt rubber on the 
board.

Its Business Is Growing. 

That the business of the Public Service Company of Colorado has 
grown is not surprising when account is takén of the fact that the 
service is primarily electrical. A segregation of the earnings for the 
12 months ended June 30, 1924, shows that the electric sales repre- 
sented 87 per cent of the total and gas sales nearly 11. 

Net earnings before depreciation and federal taxes have grown from 
$2,348,962 for 1916 to $4,136,679 for the 12 months ended June 30, 
1924. There is every reason to expect that a continued demand for 
power will bring further increases in earnings during the course of 
years. In fact, the company already has planned for such a growth 
through the erection of a new plant at Valmont, Col. At the present 
time the total installed generating capacity of the company is 74,080 
kilowatts, but completion of the first unit of the Valmont plant will 
increase that capacity by 20,000. kilowatts later in 1924. The ultimate 
capacity of the Valmont plant fs 200,000 kilowatts. 

Colorado’s Capital Set-up. 

The Public Service Company of Colorado is offering this week a 
$10,000,000 issue of. first mortgage and refunding 54 per cent bonds 
due in 1954, the bonds being offered at 93 to yield over 6 per cent. 
Upon completion of the present financing there will be $15,375,000 of 
first and refunding mortgage bonds, $19,166,500 of divisional bonds 
and $2,250,000 of debentures. Following the bonds comes a $6,275,397 
issue of 7 per cent first preferred stock and a $20,521,860 issue of 
common, Annual interest requirements on the total mortgage indebted- 
ness of the company, including the new issue, aggregate about $1,832,- 
195, 2 figure which the company is earning by a comfortable margin. 

In connection with the new offering it may be said that the pro- 
ceeds from the sales of the first and refunding bonds will be used to 
redeem $6,859,000 in notes underlying the bonds and to reimburse the 
treasury for expenditures made on the properties. 

Where the New Bonds Stand. 

While the first and refunding mortgage is subject to divisional 
bonds aggregating $19,166,500, there is still left a considerable margin 
in property values for the first and refunding mortgage bonds. The 
estimated valuation of the total property is over $52,000,000, according 
to the repert of the engineers. It is agreed that no cash dividends will 
be paid upon the common stock unless there has been expended or 
reserved annually for maintenance and depreciation at least 12 per cent

Guiding the Bond Buyer 


MUNICIPAL BONDS 
ARTICLE VI 


It is pcessible now to purchase southern municipal bonds which 
yield from one-half of one per cent to one per cent higher return than 
is offered by the issues of municipalities situated, for instance, in the 
northeastern part of our country. Where a northeastern issue would 
yield 4 per cent, a southern issue might offer, anywhere from 4 1-2 per 
cent to 5 per cent. This discrepancy in yields is not always sufficiently 
explained by any marked difference between the size of the respective 
communities or by any marked difference between the credit positions 
of the two as disclosed in their financial statements. Some of the reasons 
for this sithation follow: 

The prevailing interest rates of the south are generally higher than 
in other parts of the country, due, in part, to the great expansion which 
is now taking piace in the south and the necessity for borrowing 
in outside markets much of the-new capital required. 

Beyond this there still lingers a memory of the doubtful credit 
which years ago marked a number of the southern states, particularly 
following the civil war and reconstruction days. It is quite true that 
southern states defaulted obligations following these distressing times, 
and it is equally true that many of these debts were contracted by ‘‘ca:- 
pet-bag’”’ governments who sold the southern bonds in northern markets. 

Perhaps there is no adequate defense for default under any circum- 
stances by American commonwealths, but it hardly seems logical in this 
day to attach too much weight to conditions which have surely passed. 

No doubt few people are aware that the northern states of Penn- 
Sylvania, Maryland and Michigan were compelled to stop the payment ci 
interest on their bonds in 1842, as well as Indiana in 1840 and Illinois 
in 1841. Mirnesota in 1860 refused to pay either principal or interest 
on some of its bonds. But by no means do these cases form a fair basis 
of present-day regard for their credit. 

However, this discussion is labeled ‘‘The Growing Interest in South- 
ern Municipal Bonds.” 

The south is enjoying today the greatest prosperity in its history; 
much northern capital has here found its way into profitable enterprises 
and much new business blood has been fused into its population. The 
true condition of the prosperity and stability which is marking the new 
south is-just now beginning generally to be realized. 

Going beyond generalities, there are two rather interesting points 
bearing on southern municipal bonds which may be worthy of attention: 

In a recent study of tax rates in the different states of the union 
by Professor H. S. Dobbs, of the University of North Carolina, it is 
shown that the states of the south, taken as a whole, now have the light- 
est tax burdens per inhabitant of any states throughout the union, Florida 
ranks 29th, Louisiana 35th and the 10 remaining strictly southern states 
last, from 39th to 48th, inclusive. The tax burden was figured to in- 
clude all state, county and local taxes. This, of course, furnishes no 
conclusive proof of the stability of southern municipals, but, taken to- 
gether with the steady appreciation of property values, it is a factor of 
some importance. 

The other point has occurred recently through an amendment to 
the New York state banking law which removed the disqualifications 
placed upon securities of cities situated in states that had defaulted their 
debts at any time subsequent to 1861. This law mainly barred southern 
cities. The amendment also allows investments of savings banks and 
trust funds to be made in the securities of any state in the United States, 
as well as any city in a state admitted to the uion before 1909, provided 
the city has a population of -45,000, and also provided that the city, or

He is attacking Coolidge, 
predicting La Follette’s election by 
150,000. He rode through a section 
of the state with the independent 
candidate and they had their pictures 
shaking hands printed in many news- 
_ papers. 

Judge William 8S. Kenyon, whose 
personal popularity is as great as 
Brookhart’s, was represented recently 
as having authoriged the statement 
that he favored Coolidge and Dawes. 
I am told by a close personal friend 
that he had written a letter saying 
he and his family will vote for [La 
Follette, 
to vote for La Follette is being cir- 


eulated everywhere. Kenyon, being 4 | 
federal judge, can take no active part | 


in polities. 
Pierce Is Powerful. 

A thrid strong personality work- 
ing in La Follette’s fayor is that ot 
Dante Pierce, editor of the lowa 
Homestead. Pierce's paper has a cir 
culation in Iowa of 140,000 or more. 
It fights hard in every political fight 
and it has’a reputation of carryu:s 
its readers with it. At La Follette 
headquarters 400 Sonteseestene of 
$1 each came in on a single oe po 
cently. Thirty-seven per 
these mentioned specifically that ee 
were sending the money in answer to 
an appeal in Pierce's paper. 

Then the candidate himself is per- 
sonally almost as well known in some 
sections as in Wisconsin. For 30 
years he has covered: the northern 
Iowa counties in political campaigns 
and chautauqua lecture tours. Every 
one with whom I talked conceded him 
the northern counties, but in the 
southern portion of the state, in what 
ic called the “stalwart reservation,’ 
he is up against the big Coolidge 
strength of Des Moines, the klan spot 
in the southwest section of the state, 
and hostile spots in the southeastern 
section. Finally La Follette will get 
a huge share of the democratic vote. 
which normally is more than 200,000. 
He will get most of it, probably. 

Natives Abide By Primary. 


It would seem that all of these pow- 
erful influences would make the state 
overwhelmingly La Follette, but the 
lowa native is progressive within his 
own party. He fights it out in the 
primary and then votes the ticket 
straight. Brookhart is bitterly hated 
by practically the entire republican 
machine of the state. 

Yet because he won in the primary 

he will poll, as he did in 1922, almost 
the entire machine following. The 
same applies to the presidential race 
to La Follette’s disadvantage. Cool- 
idge is the republican nominee just! 
as Brookhart is. La Follette ig not 
running on the republican ticket but 
will pull a tremendous vote in spire 
of it. 
La Follette forces are apprehensive 
of an eleventh-hour coup by the re- 
publicans. Because Iowa is so vital 
in determining whether La _ Follette 
gets enough votes to throw the elec- 
tion into congress, the republican 
national committee has_ informed 
Charles A. Rawson, national commit- 
teeman for lowa, that every possible 
aid will be thrown into the state. 
Speakers are being scheduled to 
blanket the state with oratory in the 
closing days. Funds are to be sup 
plied by the national committee 10 
help out.
